In the death of this Christian minister the Detroit Conference j 

loses one of its rarest spirits, a man of very fine sensibilites and dis- | 

criminating intellect, and of marked unobtrusiveness of nature; a man \ 

of solid worth of character. We feel impelled to speak strongly of his 
personal worth, because he was so little concerned himself about im- j 

pressing it upon others. He had been a superannuate so many years ! 

and had been in so retired a life during that time, that many members \ 

of the conference did not know how good a man he was. ■ 

He was born in the township of Superior, Washtenaw County, not ! 

far from Ypsilanti, in 1833, July 3, was converted Decembei" 23, 1852, | 

received an exhorter’s license from William Mahon October 23, 1854, j 

and a local preacher’s license May 24, 1856, and joined the Detroit 
Conference as a probationer at Port Huron in 1857. j 

His appointments were: Chelsea (junior preacher), Brighton i 

(junior), Fremont and Newburg (Owosso section). Holly, Goodrich, 

Grand Blanc, Clinton, Morenci, Lee’s Chapel (Detroit), Northville, ■ 

Utica, 8t. Charles, Trenton, Belleville, Commerce, West Haven, Ames 

Church (Saginaw) and Bridgeport. This brought his ministry down 

to the fall of 1883, when he superannuated after twenty-six years of 

active work in the pastorate. This period is exactly the first half of 

his ministry, for it is just twenty-six years since he retired. The 

whole stretch of conference connection covers fifty-two years, and 

they were all years of honor and grace. 

This fine life was handicapped by physical frailty. From child- 
hood to age his health was infirm and his life insecure. During all 
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his ministry and later years he suffered greatly from bodily affliction 
and perhaps has borne four-fold of the average of human physical 
suffering. His temperament was nervous and his physical type the 
same. 

His father was a farmer and a Methodist local preacher, and came 
to Michigan in 1827. His grandfather was a “Yankee” and a Baptist. 
His mother’s veins had strains of English, Irish and Dutch blood in 
them. 

As a lad he loved books. By nature he had a passion for study. 
As health permitted he went to district school up to his thirteenth or 
fourteenth year, and afterwards had nearly three years in Albion Semi- 
nary, and about two terms in Garrett Biblical Institute.

KEV. JOHN WESLEY CKIPPEN 

In the death of this Christian minister the Detroit Conference 
loses one of its rarest spirits, a man of very fine sensibilites and dis- 
criminating' intellect, and of marked iinobtrusiveiiess of natiirej a man 
of solid worth of character. We feel impelled to speak strongly of his 
personal worth, because he was so little concerned himself about im- 
pressing it upon others. He had been a superannuate so many years 
and liad been in so retired a life during that time, that many members 
of the conference did not know how good a man he was. 

He was born in the towuiship of Superior, Washtenaw County, not 
far from Ypsihinti, in 1838, July 3, was converted December 23, 1852, 
received an exhorter’s license from William ^lahon October 23, 1854, 
and a local preacher’s license May 24, 1850, and joined the Detroit 
Conference as a probationer at Port Huron in 1857. 

His appointments were: Chelsea (junior preacher), Brighton 
(junior), Fremont and Newburg (Owosso section). Holly, Goodrich, 
Grand Blanc, Clinton, Morenci, Lee’s Chapel (Detroit), ^^orthville, 
Utica, St. Charles, Trenton, Belleville, Commerce, West Haven, Ames 
Church (Saginaw) and Bridgeport. This brought his ministry down 
to the fall of 1883, when he superannuated after twenty-six years of 
active work in the pastorate. This period is exactly the first half of 
his ministry, for it is just twenty-six years since he retired. The 
whole stretch of conference connection covers fifty-two years, and 
they were all years of honor and grace. 

This fine life was handicapped by physical frailty. From child- 
hood to age his health was infirm and his life insecure. During all 
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his miuistry and later years lie suffered greatly from bodily afHiction 
and perhaps has borne four fold of the average of human physical 
suffering. His temperament was nervous and his physical type the 
same. 

His father was a farmer and a Methodist local preacher, and came 
to Michigan in 1827. His grandfather was a “ Yankee” and a Baptist. 
His mother’s veins had strains of English, Irish and Dutch blood in 
them. 

As a lad he loved books. By nature he had a passion for study. 
As health permitted he went to district school up to his thirteenth or 
fourteenth year, and afterwards had nearly three years in Albion Semi- 
nary, and about two terms in Garrett Biblical Institute.

'P. C. J. McAuley was born in Ireland, March 17, 1848, and died 
in Attica, Michigan, .January 25, 1910. lie was born and reared a 
Roman Catholic. But when he was born from above and his soul 
was illumined by grace, the cold formalism of his mother church 
lost its attractiveness. God touched his lips with a coal from off the 
altar, made his life glow with heavenly fervor and he sought con- 
genial associations in the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was 
received on probation in, the Detroit Conference in 1884. He was 
ordained deacon in 1886, at Adrian; by Bishop Hurst, and ordained 
elder by Bishop Merrill, at Central Church, Detroit, in 1888. Owing 
to broken health and premature age, superinduced in large measure 
by excessive labor on hard fields, he reluctantly took the relation of 
superannuate in 1905. During his active ministry of twenty-one 
years he served fourteen charges in the Detroit Conference. His 
work was largely that of a pioneer.

REV. ALEXANDER J. HOLMES 

Alexander J. Holmes was born in September, 1845. His child- 
hood home was close to the city of Syracuse, N. Y. Amid the sturdy 
people that comprised the population of central New York in that 
day he spent his formative years. His religious life began at the age 
of eleven, and his fidelity to God continued to the end of his days. As 
a young man he went to the front in response to his country’s call 
and rendered efficient service. He served in what was known as 
“ Harris’ Light Guard,” which afterward became Company C of the 
Second New York Cavalry. While his army life covered only a 
period of between one and two years, he was instrumental in raising 
and drilling four companies of volunteers for the army prior to his 
enlistment. Soon after the termination of his war experience he 
moved westward, bringing his aged father and mother with him. 
With the aid of his army pay he purchased a farm. It was at this 
period of his life that he chose an estimable young woman who lived 
in the neighborhood of Lexington to be his wife. 

Prior to entering the ministry. Brother Holmes was in a doubtful 
state of mind concerning the matter of preaching. While pondering 
the question and seeking through the agency of prayer for guidance, 
a temporal incident led him to a decision. His buildings and property 
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suddenly burned, and the visitation and loss suggested to him that 
his naission in life was not to build and fill barns but to preach the 
gospel of Christ. He joined the Detroit Conference in 1878 and served 
in the active ministry for thirty-two years. His first appointment was 
in the Thumb. Tyre, Adair, Brockaway, Memphis, Metamora, Al- 
gonac, Croswell, Auburn and New Haven have been favored with his 
pastoral care. His terms of service varied from three to seven years. 

The call to enter into the joys of another world came to him 
suddenly but it found him executing the great task of life. On the 
Sabbath preceding his departure he occupied his pulpit and preached 
at the appointed times. The day following being Memorial Day, he 
delivered the annual address at New Haven, walking to and from the 
village cemetery. Apparently he was in the enjoyment of his usual 
good health. But upon arriving at the parsonage at four o’clock, 
with just sufficient strength and time to greet an old friend and seat 
himself, he heard and answered the call from above. His departure 
was as quiet and. peaceful as the passing of a summer evening. 
There was no crying or struggling. The heart that had been strained 
in eulogy of his country became weary and refused to do further 
service. The funeral was held on Friday and the interment was in 
the family lot at Memphis. 

Justice demands that a few words be said regarding his personal 
character. Brother Holmes was a man among men. His was a stal- 
wart nature. His mien and bearing were manly. His ministry and 
pastoral labors appealed to the men of the communities whict^ he 
served. His common sense won its way with the business men and 
his practical methods appealed to the toilers of his fiock. He was a 
believer in the “ old time religion” and hence was an exponent of the 
sinfulness of man and the regenerating power of grace and the 
ransom of Calvar}'. He set himself against the vices of the day and 
stood for their extirpation. He tolerated no, compromise and gave no 
quarter to wrong-doing. “A good man of clean life and honored 
record” might truthfully be inscribed upon the monument that marks 
the spot where the body awaits the return of its Lord. 
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With the aid of his army pay he purchased a farm. It was at this 
period of his life that he chose an estimable young woman who lived 
in the neighborhood of Lexington to be his wife. 

Prioi to entering the ministry. Brother Holmes was in a doubtful 
state of mind concerning the matter of preaching. While pondering 
the question and seeking through the agency of prayer for guidance, 
a temporal incident led him to a decision. His buildings and property 
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suddenly burned, and the visitation and loss suggested to him that 
his mission in life was not to build and till barns but to preach the 
gospel of Christ. He joined the Detroit Conference in 1878 and served 
in the active ministry for thirty-two years. His tirst appointment was 
in the Thumb. Tyre, Adair, Brockaway, Memphis, Metamora, Al- 
gonac, Croswell, Auburn and New Haven have been favored with his 
pastoral care. His terms of service varied from three to seven years. 

The call to enter into the joys of another world came to him 
suddenly but it found him executing the great task of life. On the 
Sabbath preceding his departure he occupied his pulpit and preached 
at the appointed times. The day following being Memorial Day, he 
delivered the annual address at New Haven, walking to and from the 
village cemetery. Apparently he was in the enjoyment of his usual 
good health. But upon arriving at the parsonage at four o’clock, 
with just suflicient strength and time to greet an old friend and seat 
himself, he heard and answered th(‘ call from above. His departure 
was as quiet and peaceful as the i)assing of a summer evening. 
There was no crying or struggling. The heart that had been strained 
in eulogy of his country became weary and refused to do further 
service. The funeral was held on Friday and the interment was in 
the family lot at Memphis. 

.Justice demands that a few words be said regarding his personal 
character. Brother Holmes was a man among men. His was a stal- 
wart nature. His mien and bearing were manly. His ministry and 
pastoral labors appealed to the men of the communities which he 
served. His common sense won its way with the business men and 
his practical methods appealed to the toilers of his flock. He was a 
believer in the “ old time religion" and Inmce was an exponent of the 
sinfulness of man and the regenerating power of grace and the 
ransom of Calvary. He s(*t himself against the vices of the day and 
stood for their extirpation. He tolerat('d no compromise and gave no 
quarter to wrong-doing. “A good man of clean life and honored 
record” might truthfully be inscribed upon the monument that marks 
the spot where the body awaits the return of its Lord.

Frances D. Grace Collester was born in the village of Madison, Mad- 
ison County, New York, December 18, 1826. She was the eldest daughter 
of Dr. Samuel and Amanda Collester. On August 17, 1845, she was 
married to Lodowick C. York, then principal of the Brookfield Academy. 
In 1854 they came to Michigan, and in 1856 at its first session. Brother 
York united with the Detroit Annual Conference. Sister York was not 
only willing, but glad to engage with her husband in all departments of 
church work. Being a fine singer and a good musician, she trained and 
led choirs, worked in Sunday Schools, revival services in church and at 
camp-meetings.

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THE CENTENNIAL ANNIVERSARY. 

Doubtless the greatest and most auspicious gathering of Michi- 
gan Methodism ever held occurred on Friday of the Conference Ses- 
sion. The Michigan Conference came in a body from their session at 
Jackson and were first joined by the Detroit Conference in an excur- 
sion on the Steamer Brittannia on Detroit River. Returning, both 
Conferences were the guests at dinner of George O. Robinson and J. 
L. Hudson. The hour of the afternoon session found Central Church 
crowded regardless of rain, and the program which followed could 
scarcely be excelled in any particular. The meeting was presided 
over by F. D. Leete, pastor of Central Church, in a most happy and 
expeditious manner. After singing “Faith of our Fathers,” C. B. Al- 
len, District Superintendent, offered prayer and J. H. Botts read the 
Scripture Lesson. J. L. Hudson was introduced as Michigan’s leading 
philanthropist and received an ovation. He spoke for Detroit and of 
Central Church and voiced their cordial welcome. Mrs. Geo. O. Rob- 
inson followed with an animated greeting. M. M. Callen responded 
for the ministry of Michigan Conference and President Samuel Dickie 
for the Michigan Conference laity. J. M. Buckley, of the New York 
Advocate, pastor during the construction of the present building of 
Central Church, spoke of Methodism’s contribution to morality and 
society, also of the “civic duties of citizenship.” 

Miss Italia Garibaldi, granddaughter of the Italian liberator and 
now at the head of our girls’ Mission School in Rome, was introduced 
and received the Chatauqua Salute. She spoke briefly in the interest 
of the work in Italy and her appreciation 'of the work of Methodism. 

Two of the honored veterans followed with historical accounts. 
Geo. S. Hickey accounted early Methodism, and Seth Reed, the oldest 
living pastor of Central Church, spoke very happily and briefly. 

The chairman introduced John Russell, who spoke of sixty-seven 
years of ministry, and received the Chatauqua Salute. 

.“Our Conference” was the theme for P. J. Maveety, of the Michi- 
gan Conference, who said he brought the greetings of 55,000 church 
members, 67,000 Sunday School scholars and 14,000 Epworth Leaguers 
with their 400 pastors to be marshaled in the cohorts of the King.

Bishops Cranston and McDowell, in charge of the Conferences 
closed this excellent program, both speaking in heroic spirit of the 
glories and the high responsibilities of our great Methodism. 

The program was illuminated at intervals with excellent selec- 
tions by the Kalamazoo District Male Quartet, and the audience was 
delighted by the solos of Mr. Harold Jarvis of Detroit.

I REPORT ON BAY VIEW. 

I At the last session of this Conference, representations were 

I made that Bay View and Michigan Methodism should draw closer 

I together for mutual advantage. The invitation was accepted by 

I both the Detroit and Michigan Conferences and committees were 

I appointed. Your Committee now submits its first annual report. 

i A part of the Committee visited Bay View the past summer and 

the rest, feeling conversant with Bay View matters, concur in 
this report. 

Bay View owes its inception to the action of the two Con- 
ferences in Michigan, which appointed and instructed committees 
to join and locate a State Camp Ground. Thirty-five years ago 
the present location was selected, and on motion of Rev. Seth 
Reed of this Conference, named Bay View. The place is, there- 
fore, a child of Michigan Methodism. More than a third of a 
century has spread the fame of that fair spot all over this land. 
Your Committee finds among many things to report: 

First — ^That Bay View has maintained the traditions and 
practices of Methodism. It is a place where to this day, Christian 
influences control in the social life, the worship, and the manifold 
work of that favored place. 

Second — That, though other evangelical denominations partici- 
pate in the management, still the control of Bay View rests with 
Methodist people, and thereby a guarantee is assured of a con- 
tinuation of the principles on which it was founded. 

Turning to the public work at Bay View, your Committee 
. mentions with pride, its educational work. First, in the Summer 

University, which is in the hands of educators of rank and suc- 
cess, and which this year, practically its second, had an enroll- 
r ment of nearly seven hundred students, from nearly half of the 

States in the Union. Co-ordinate with this, is the popular As- 
sembly, with its brilliant programs and conferences. Of especial 
interest is the Bible Conference, of which our Bishop Berry has 
accepted the permanent leadership. The program this year was 
most effective in deepening Christian culture, and awakening in- 
spiration in all who attended. The Missionary Conference and the 
Labor and Social Welfare Conference were likewise of great 
power, and the attendance was large and enthusiastic. 

At the head of all the Summer Work is John M. Hall, the 
founder, and in whose time Bay View has become the third, if 
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not the second, summer educational center in the land. Your 
Committee gladly mentions the dignity and high order of all the 
work, and its utter freedom from the sensational. This year has 
beefn the largest and best in the history of the place. 

At its last session, the Bay View Association ordered that any 
minister of any evangelical denomination be given the privilege 
of selecting and owning a lot for a cottage home, free of expense, 
Enquiries may be addressed to the Secretary, F. A. Vernor, Can- 
field Ave. West, Detroit, Mich. 

In the main this report deals with matters which are already 
more or less familiar, but it recalls them to point out that Bay 
View is an honor to Methodism and merits our co-operation. Let 
us get closer together to help and be helped. Let more of us plan 
to spend our summers there.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BENEVOLENCES. 

The following five organizations constitute the bemevolences 
of our Church : Foreign Missions, Home Missions, Church Ex- 

tension, Education. Sunday Schools and Freedman’s Aid. There 
has been a gratifying increase in benevolent contributions during 
the year due largely to the educational work of our young people 
in Mission study, and the inspirational work of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement. 

SUNDAY* SCHOOLS. 

The Board of Sunday Schools has pushed the work of organ- 
izing schools in pioneer territory, and conducted a campaign of 
religious education throughout the whole Church. We recommend 
the Graded Lesson System to our schools. 

FREEDMAN’S AID. 

The last annual report of Freedman’s Aid Society shows that 
our colored people in the South are crowding our twenty-three 
schools and colleges to such an extent that increased buildings 
and equipment are sorely needed by our institutions. Our schools 
constitute the only means by which Christian ministers, teachers, 
doctors and other leaders shall be prepared for the 350,C^ colored 
members in our own Church, and to a large extent for the ten 
millions of black people in the United States. They gave for their 
own schools last year $28,830.32. One of their Conferences, the 
South Carolina, giving $0,225.26 of this amount. 

The Board asks the whole Church $250,000, or one-fifth of 
the apportionment for Home Missions and Church Extension. Of 
this amount the Detroit Conference is apiwrtioned $5,000.' Lincoln 
Sunday has come to be one of the institutions of the Church. It 
offers the best opportunity during the year for presenting the 
cause of the Freedmen to our congregation. 

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The collection in the Detroit Conference has steadily declined 
during the past two years. Sixty-five per cent, of all the money 
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received from this Conference has been returned to the Conference 
to aid in building churches and parsonages, two hundred and fif- 
teen in all. A total of more than $10,000.00 was expended last 
year by the Board for Home Missions and Church Extension in 
the Detroit Conference, which approximates seventy per cent of 
the gifts of this Conference for the year. 

HOME MISSIONS. 

Of moneys contributed in the past three years, for Home 
Missions, sixty-one per cent has been returned to aid in pastoral 
support. 

Per capita gifts of the Conference last year were twenty-four 
cents as against thirty-one cents for the Churches in America. 
On the same basis, the receipts of the Board last year would 
have been $175,000.00 less, and yet there was an increase in all 
the Conferences of $42,000.00. 

The Board made reductions in its Administrative expenses of 
about $14,000.00 last year. Indications are that there will be 
another substantial reduction. 

The Board presses upon the' Conference the desirability of a 
minimum contribution of $1.00 per member.

As in the past, the Deaconess work of this Conference has 
been done chiefly in the City of Detroit, all the Deaconesses under 
the control of this Board being connected with the Detroit Home 
and assigned to Parish or Mission work within the City. 

The work is under the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
which contributes nearly one-fourth of its support. 

The Home has been under the Superintendeucy of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Delight Moors, who in addition to her local duties, has made 
many addresses in the interest of the work and has also acted as 
an Assistant to the general Officers of the Deaconess Department 
of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society in the oversight of the 
Homes and workers in other Conferences. 

The year began with the following force under our super- 
vision: Margaret Delight Moors, Deborah B. Kerfoot, Kate A. 

Blackburn, Alice B. Shirey, May L. Beard, A. Maude King, Alice

Beulah Clement has returned to Michigan Conference. A.

health ; Eva Z. Hursh has been honorably discharged on her own

The Treasurer’s report at the close of the fiscal year, June 
30th, showed receipts from all sources of $4,349.81, with disburse- 
ments of $4,845.68, the over-draft of $495.87 being offset by ap- 
portionments due from the City Churches. 

The Real Estate Fund has received by bequest $1,843.12 and 
by gift $500.00. $2,000.00 has been paid on the debt of the prop- 
erty, leaving the present indebtedness $2,100.00. 

Extensive improvements have been made upon the interior of 
the Home building, consisting of Electric Lighting, papering, paint- 
ing and new carpets; the cost of which was nearly $500.00. 

Our Deaconesses have been devoted and faithful and their 
work of value beyond our present power of computation. 

The terms of office of E. P. Bennett, F. D. Leete and W. S. 
Jones, of the Conference Board, expire at this time and we recom- 
mend their election to the term of three years each.

We urge a greater diligence on the part of pastors and people 
in the promotion of the best interests of our schools. Their need 
is two-fold, viz : financial support and students. 

The Board of Education of New York requests the following 
division of the Educational Collections : 

1. The Children’s Day Fund, in the Sunday School 

on the second Sunday in June. This is for Student Aid and be- 
longs to the Board of Education, and is apportioned at 10 per 
cent of the Foreign Missionary Collection. It should be sent to 
New York and should be carefully discriminated from the Rally 
Day collection in October, which is for the Board of Sunday 
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Schools and- which should be sent to Dr. David G. Downey, Chi* 
cago, Illinois. 

2. The Collection taken in our Church Congregation as an ~ 
addition to the Confereme or Public Educational Collection. This 
is apportioned by our Board in an amount equal to three per cent 
of the apportionment for Foreign Missions and is for the aid of 
our schools for people of the white race in the South. The pro- 
ceeds should be sent to the Board of Education at New York. 

3. The Conference Educational Collection is for Albion 
College and should be sent to President Samuel Dickie or reported 
to the Conference Treasurer at Conference time. 

As pastors we should seek to interest men of wealth in in- 
creasing the endowment of this institution of our Michigan 
Methodism.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

The Epworth League is the only organization of the Church 
devoted exclusively to the development of the religious life of our 
young people, and it is the duty of the Church to foster its in- 
terests. The necessity of careful, systematic training of our young 
people for leadership in Christian work is forcing itself upon 
us. To meet this need the State Organization conducts an an- 
nual institute lasting ten days where careful instruction is given 
in Bible and mission study. The State Institute will be held 
next summer at Bay View in connection with the Bible Confer- 
ence, beginning July 21st. The State officers are: President, the 
Rev. D. H. Glass, Pontiac; vice-presidents, Rev. Howard A. 
Field, Caro, and Rev. Hugh Kennedy, Battle Creek; Secretary- 
treasurer, Rev. W. F. Kendrick, Grand Rapids. 

Reports published in the Conference minutes last year showed 
an increase of 3,300 in the membership of the League, while the 
reports will show this year a decrease of 700. We do not pre- 
sume to place the responsibility for this decrease, but we con- 
fidently believe that the pastors are the only persons who can 
save the League to its greatest usefulness.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE Ox\ MORAL REFORM. 

Resolved: That the work of Moral Reform requires the un- 
ceasing activity of Ministers and Laymen in Civic affairs. Chris- 
tian manhood is the only salt which can save the political and 
civic world from ultimate corruption. The state should never 
want for men of God to accept any office or position in public life. 
Public activity of this kind may be undesirable, but our pleasure 
should always wait upon duty. 

SABBATH observance. 

Resolved: That the ever increasing desecration of the Sab- 
bath day, in the multiplying forms of Labor and Amusement, de- 
mands a more determined effort to perpetuate the sanctity of this 
holy institution. We w^ould urge upon all our people, in addition 
to the ordinary forms of Sabbath observance, the necessity of ab- 
staining from all unnecessary travel, and from the unnecessary 
use of the telephone, telegraph, or the Postal service, on that day. 
The perpetuity of the Church, and indeed of religion, demands 
the maintenance of a holy Sabbath day.

Whereas^ the divorce evil has grown to such an alarming 
extent in this country; 

Therefore, be it Resolved: That w’e advise our young people 
against hasty and ill-advised marriages, and that we exercise 
great caution in the matter of marrying persons wdio have been 
divorced, making diligent inquiry as to the facts in each case, 
and that we refuse to marry persons wffio have been divorced 
for any cause other than that which has Scriptural sanction ; and 
further, we declare ourselves as favoring uniformity of divorce 
law^s throughout the United States.

THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION. 

Resolved: That as a Church and as individuals we are 
mindful of the fact that the hosts of corporate wealth and labor 
are being marshalled for a mighty struggle, and that in this 
struggle the Church should have an intelligent, helpful,' guiding 
hand. 

Further, That we are deeply grieved that there is a wide- 
spread indifference to the Church on the part of rank and file 
of the men who toil with their hands. Of our twelve million 
workingmen, seven million are not in any way connected with the 
Christian. Church. And we believe that the cause of this indiffer- 
ence and estrangement is two-fold : First, the laboring man judges 
the Church of today by the Church of a quarter of a century ago, 
the ^Church which was more concerned with doctrine than with 
life. And second, a lack of intelligence on the part of the Min- 
ister concerning the wrong suffered by the men who toil for daily 
bread. 

Further, That we pledge ourselves as ^linisters of the Gospel, 
patiently, intelligently, and heroically to 'labor to win the men 
of brawn to the Church and to the Christ who toiled in a car- 
penter shop. We declare ourselves in hearty sympathy and accord 
with every honorable and worthy effort on the part of the labor- 
ing man to better his condition and to secure a fair share in the 
profit of his toil. 

TEMPERANCE. 

We recognize that the Liquor Trafiic is a dangerous enemy 
to the Home, the Church and the State; and that it is the duty 
of the Church to lead a movement designed to solve this perplex- 
ing problem ; Therefore, be it 

Resolved: First, that we, the Members of the Detroit An- 
nual Conference, hereby renew our expression of determined op- 
position to the legalized saloon, and pledge our support to every 
sane effort to repress and restrict its power, and to utterly de- 
stroy it. We rejoice in the success of the anti-saloon movement, 
but we cannot be satisfied until a state-wide movement has swept 
the traffic from this entire commonwealth. 

Second, that we believe the time has come when members of 
our connection should withhold support from all candidates for 
office who refuse to declare themselves hostile to the legalized 
traffic. 

Third, we repudiate such utterances of John D. Whitford as 
have given aid and support to the Saloon advocates, and declare 
them to be out of harmony with the sentiment of our Church and 
in opposition to the declarations of the General Conference. 

Fourth, we pledge our support to our Church Temperance So- 
ciety, and recommend the observance of World’s Temperance 
Sunday, and the taking of a collection for this worthy organiza- 
tion ; and we cheerfully comply with the request of the Anti- 
Saloon League and . recommend the election of Rev. Frank S. 
Rowland, Rev. W. B. Collins, O. H. Smith, and J. L. Hudson as 
members of its Board of Trustees, representing this Conference.

OLD PEOPLE’S HOME. 

Undoubtedly the work our Church is doing in providing 
Homes for her worthy old people affords as much satisfaction as 
any form of benevolent work in which she is engaged. 

We are glad to report that the Home at Chelsea has enjoyed 
that degree of prosperity and those marks of Divine favor during 
the. past year that have been its portion from the beginning. 

One year ago there were twenty-one members in the Home 
family; during the year four have been admitted and one (Brother 
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Henry Bovee) has died, making the present membership twenty- 
four.' The Board has been obliged to maintain one of the mem- 
ber^ (Mrs. Elizabeth Riddle) at the Eastern Michigan Asylum 
at Pontiac, since April 11, 1908, hut we are glad to report that 
- she seems so far restored that we think she can be returned to 
the Home soon. 



Brother C. W. Saunders and wife have continued in the Sup- 
erintendency, giving as heretofore, excellent satisfaction. 

As to the finances of the Home, we gratefully report that the 
c'urrent exi)enses have been met and that through the business-like 
metliods and indefatigable efforts of our Chairman of Finance 
(Dr. J. Fj. .Tacklin), the .$20,000.00 endowment called for has l)een 
so nearly secured that it seems safe to state that it will all be 
paid in or pledged by the first of .January next. 

It should be well understood that the institution is not wholly 
self-supporting. At the beginning the Board adopted the policy 
that only ten per cent per annum of the admission funds should 
be used for current expenses, and this amount for only six years, 
reserving forty per cent as a guarantee fund thus enabling them 
to carry out their contract with each member in an> emeigenc>. 
These amounts with the interest from the Endowment Fund pio- 
vide more than one-half of the sum needed for current expenses 
each .vear. The remainder must be provided by offerings of the 
churciies until the endowment is sufficient to render these un- 
necessary. ^Xc would again call attention to the recommendation 
of your committee of two years ago, namely; 1st, that the Quar- 
terly Conferences include an adequate ai)propriation for the Home 
in their annual budgets ; or 2nd, that (*ircles be formed on each 
charge of persons who will pay one dollar annually ; wdiere neither 
of these methods can be used, we urge that collections be taken 



, in the congregations. 

The call of our Committee on Finance for offerings from the 
churches has met with very encouraging response and when all 
our ministei's and congregations take this worthy cause upon their 
hearts as a conference privilege, the proportion of the expense 
of the Home needed from- the conference at large, will be easily 



forthcoming.

Section Two. — Tramportation. 

1. The Bureau shall make a careful estimate of the amount 
necessary to pay the actual traveling expenses of all our effective 
ministers and probationers and such others as are hereinafter pro- 
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vided, in their journey to and from the annual session. 

2. Superannuate members of this conference shall be con- 
sidered guests of the conference and shall have their traveling ex- 
I>enses included in the above estimate, i^rovided that they notify 
the Secretary of the Bureau in writing of their expectation to be 
present; this notification to be not later than June first. Their 
traveling expenses shall be paid only within the bounds of the 

conference. . ^ 

3. Regular supplies who are recommended by the District 
Superintendent not later than June first, as having been in charge 
of a circuit or station for six months, shall have their traveling 
expenses included in the budget of traveling expenses. 

4. The Bureau shall apportion to each effective minister, pro- 
bationer and rec'ommended supply, on the basis of salary received 
(house rent not included), his share of the total amount required. 
The Secretary shall notify him of his apportionment not later 
than the first of July. 

5. The minister or supply, w'hose apportionment exceeds the 
amount of his traveling expenses, as estimated by the Bureau, shall 
pay to the Bureau Treasurer on or before the second day of the 
Conference session, such excess. 

G. The Bureau Treasurer shall pay on or before the last day 
of the conference session to all the ministers, probationers or sup- 
plies (recommended), whose estimated traveling expenses exceed 
their apportionment, such excess or their pro-rata share of the 
funds collected. 

7. Supernumerary members of this conference, who shall in- 
dicate to the Secretary of the Bureau, in writing, not later than 
the first of June, their expectation of being present at the confer- 
ence session, shall have their traveling expenses paid within the 
bounds of the conference and they shall share in the apportion- 
ment of the budget of expense, on the basis of the salary received 
by them in the last year of their effective relation. 

8. All members of the conference receiving Special Appoint- 
ments shall neither share in the apportionment of traveling ex- 
penses nor receive from the amount so raised, unless by the special 
action of the conference at its preceding session. 

0. Any member of this conference (or supply) failing to pay 
at the proper time the amount due from him to this fund, shall 
be deemed unwilling to meet his fair share of the burden of travel- 
ing expenses necessitated by the conference sessions and shall have 
no claim on the Bureau until such apportionment is paid, with 
such additional forfeit as the Bureau may determine. 



Report of Board of Stewards. 

RE80T.UTI0NS. 

First. — We rejoice in the work of the Board of Conference 
Claimants. It has persistently and carefully urged on pastors and 
people the duty of caring for Conference Claimants, with the result 
that there was an increase in 1910 of over $85,000 in the amounts 
paid by the annual conferences to their own claimants, and the Board 
is now distributing $19,000 to the needy conferences and to special or 
necessitous cases this year. 
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Second. — Whereas, the plan of raising seven per cent, of the 
cash salaries of the Preachers for the support of the Conference 
Claimants is still new and not fully operative; and, whereas, the Con- 
nectional Fund receives five per cent, of this amount, we therefore 
recommend that asking for the additional amount of one per cent, 
of the pastor’s salary be discontinued. 

Third. — We urge that, as far as possible, the amount apportioned 
to each charge for Conference Claimants be placed in the local 
budget as a part of ministerial support. 

Fourth. — We recommend that the Treasurer of the Conference 
be authorized to receive the dividend from the Board of Conference 
Claimants, and to remit to the Board the Conference percentages. 

Fifth. — We recommend that the funds in the hands of the 
Board of Stewards be disbursed as follows: seventy per cent to the 
Annuity Fund and thirty per cent, to the Special Fund. 

Amendment to Section Five. — The following amendment of- 
ferred by F. D. Leete, and referring to Section V. of this report, was 
adopted: 

Inasmuch as other Conferences are distributing from 25 to 100 
per cent, of the money received from Conference Claimants on the 
annuity basis, and since this plan is in harmony both with justice 
and equity, be it 

Resolved, That the Conference Stewards be directed to so dis- 
tribute not less than 75 per cent, of the sums realized from all sources. 
This amendment to apply to the distribution of funds of next year, 
and not the present year.

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Rules of Order. 



Adopted in 1809, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 
Session Since. 

1. The Conference shall meet at 8!^ o’clock A. M., and adjourn at 12 M., but 
may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to relig- 
ious services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but any member may decline serving on more than one Committee at 
the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under considera- 
tion has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of 
the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a Committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or disre- 
spectful language ; but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, and, 
when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall 
take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them 
with care ; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Con- 
fer jnce, except with the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the journal 
and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference , 
until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity for 
defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it 
shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be 
made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous 
question on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution to 
the table.]

1. The Conference has reauested the District Superintendents to present 
the names, as candidates for admission on trial in the Conference, of such per- 
sons only as have attained the equivalent of a twelve-grade high school edu- 
cation. and are under thirty years of age. But time previously spent either 
in supply work or in one of our schools in preparation for the ministry, 
shall be allowed in credit. 

2. Each candidate for admission on trial shall obtain from his District 
Superintendent, before being admitted to examination, a written statement 
that said District Superintendent intends to present his name to the Con- 
ference. 

8. Each candidate for admission on trial and for admission into full 
membership, after having written upon the examination, mu.st appear before 
the Board of Examiners, while in session, during the first and second days of 
the Conference, that the Board may take intelligent action recommending 
the candidate to the Conference, 

4. Each candidate for admission on trial, for admission into full 
membership or for ordination as local deacons or local elders, must appear 
before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the first days of 
the Conference se.ssion, which committee shall examine the candidate as to 
his personal attitude to the doctrines and discipline of the Church. 

5. The e.xamination of candidates for admission on trial and for or- 
dination as local deacons and local elders will be held at the seat of the 
Annual Conference the day before the opening session. If desired, the 
examinations for the above purposes can be taken at the midyear exam- 
inations, as indicated in the schedule. According to the ruling of the 
Bishop no person can be received on trial, nor elected to Deacons or Elders 
orders while conditioned in any study. 

6. A propei‘ly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has 
already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed 
study as a regular attendant on the class room instruction, in any of our 
regular Theological Seminaries, Universities and Colleges approved by our 
University Senate, will be received in lieu of conference examination. 

7. Similar certificates will also be accepted in all studies not biblical 
or theological from other than Methodist Schools, if of equal grade with 
those approved by our University Senate. The examiner in each particu- 
lar case must satisfy himself as to whether the work done is a fair equiv- 
alent or not. 

8. A certificate of graduation from one of our regular Theological 
Seminaries will be accepted in place of an examination in all the biblical 
and theological studies. Also a certificate of graduation from one of our 
regular colleges will be accepted in place of an e.xamination in all literary 
studies of the various courses. 

9. A certificate of admission to any high school or academy of good 
standing will be accepted in i>lace of an examination in "Elementary Eng- 
lish.” A certificate of graduation from an.v such school will be accepted 
in place of an examination for “English Branches.” 

10. Certificates presented for credit should show the amount of time 
given to the subject, text books used, and the year in which the work was 
done. 

11. There will be two mid.v^ear examinations during the year. The 
first will beiheld at 9 a m. on the last Tuesday in April, and the second 
on the first Tuesday in August, at such places as may be determined by 
the Chairman of the Board. The places to be duly announced in the 
"Michigan Christian Advocate” at least two weeks befoi’e the time of Ex- 
amination in each case. At such examinations candidates can write only on 
the studies as prescribed in the above schedule. 

13. All candidates are required to appear at the midyear e.xaniina- 
tions, writing upon the subjects as prescribed in the above plan, or furnish 
satisfactory excuse to the Chairman. 

14. Each candidate shall file with the Registrar on the Tuesday pre- 
ceding the opening of tlie Annual Conference a written statement that he 
has read all the books “To be read.” No substitutes for books to be read 
will be accepted. This rule applies also to candidates for local deacon’s 
orders. 

15. Sermons and essays may be sent to the Registrar at any time 
providing sufficient postage is enclosed to allow the Registrar to forward 
same to the proper Examiner, otherwise they may be handed in at the mid- 
year examinations. They should be handed in as early in the year as 
possible. This rule applies also to candidates for local deacons orders. 
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All sermons, essays and papers, also certificates, will be returned to the 
annual Conference where the candidate can secure them. 

16. Sermons, essays and examination papers shall not be signed, but 
the name of the candidate shall be written on a separate sheet and at- 
tached^to ’ each of his papers. The Registrar shall forward all papers to 
the proper Examiner without the candidate’s name, but accompanied by 
the number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on the 
registrar’s roll. For sermons, essays, examination papers and fees a re- 
ceipt shall be given the candidate. 

17. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay 
annually, at his first examination, a fee of one dollar. Unless the fee is 
paid no papers of the candidate can be forwarded by the Registrar to the 
several examiners. 

18. Each examiner shall prepare and send to the chairman at least 
one month before the time of the midyear examination two different iists of 
at least ten questions on each subject assigned him; one list to be used at 
the midyear examination and the other to be used at the Conference exami- 
nation. Each examiner is expected to furnish such information and sugges- 
tion concerning the books or subjects assigned him as will be most helpful 
to the students pui-suing the course of study and preparing for the exam- 
inations. Students are invited to consult personally or by letter with the 
examiners concerning any difficulties connected with their work. The ex- 
aminer shall grade and mark the papers, essays and sermons on a scale of 
100, and the candidate must attain a standing of 70 in order to pass. After 
an examiner has marked and delivered a paper to the Registrar he shall have 
no authority to change the marking without the consent of the Board. 

19. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of 
the Board or of a Supervisor appointed by the Chairman, who shall collect 
the fees, papers, sermons and essays, receipting for same, and shall for- 
ward them immediately to the Registrar. 

20. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the 
order in which they appear in this schedule. After a class has written 
upon a set of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to write up on the 
same set without consent of the Board, or of the conducting examiner or 
supervisor. The candidate shall be reciuired to finish writing on one study 
before receiving questions on another. 
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The change in the arrangement of the contents of the minutes this 
• year is in conformity with a plan projected by Dr. J. B. Hingeley, Secre- 
tary of the General Conference. Its purpose is to establish a uniform 
order for all Conferences’ Minutes, and it will be adopted this year by
